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Middle  school  is  embroiled  in 
dispute  over  Chinese  counselor

A  Charlestown  public  school 
instructor  has  filed  a  grievance 
with  the  Boston  Teachers 
Union,  complaining  she  is  carry¬ 
ing  the  burden  of  providing 
guidance  to  Chinese  students  in 
the  school’s  bilingual  program 
when  the  youngsters  should  be 
served  by  a  full-time  counselor. 

A  teacher  of  the  Clarence  R. 
Edwards  Middle  School  who  re¬ 
quested  anonymity  said  that 
since  the  part-time  counselor  for 
the  Chinese  students  left  in  early 
October,  quality  instruction  and 
guidance  have  waned. 

The  teacher  filed  a  grievance 
last  month  with  the  Boston 
Teachers  Union,  protesting  the 
fact  she  has  been  asked  to  work 
by  die  school  system  as  both  a 
teacher  and  a  part-time 
counselor. 

“This  problem  needs  address¬ 
ing,”  said  the  teacher.  “When  a 
problem  comes  up,  I’m  pulled 
out  of  a  class  so  no  one  ends  up 
teaching  the  students.” 

“It’s  not  in  my  contract  to  be  a 
counselor.  .  .  They  have  a  dif¬ 
ferent  pay  scale,”  the  teacher 
added. 

According  to  Clarence  Ed¬ 


wards  School  Principal  Gregory 
Thomas,  there  are  about  126 
students  in  the  Chinese  bilingual 
program,  and  it  is  the  major  bil¬ 
ingual  program  for  Chinese 
students  on  the  middle  school 
level. 

The  principal  said  cutbacks  in 
the  school  system’s  bilingual 
program  forced  the  transfer  of 
last  year’s  full-time  Chinese 
counselor  to  another  school. 
“There  are  40  to  50  fewer 
students  in  bilingual  education  in 
our  school  this  year,”  Thomas 
said. 

But  that  has  not  diminished  the 
importance  of  the  counselor,  he 
added.  “I  would  anticipate  that 
within  the  next  month  something 
will  be  done.” 

Thomas  believes  that  Dr. 
Richard  Krew,  the  School 
Department’s  deputy  superinten¬ 
dent,  is  earnestly  interested  in 
hiring  a  new  full-time  counselor 
for  the  Chinese  bilingual  pro¬ 
gram.  “Dr.  Krew  is  working 
out  a  plan  to  remedy  the  pro¬ 
blem.  He’s  been  definitely  con¬ 
cerned  about  it  —  even  before 
there’s  been  a  push  on  the  mat¬ 
ter.” 

One  teacher  who  spoke  to  the 
Sampan  said  that  42  percent  of 


Asians  students  speaking  no  English  at  Clarence  Edwards  are  said  to  be  ig¬ 
nored  by  the  School  Department. 


San  Francisco9 s  newest  supervisor 
comes  to  Boston  to  thank  supporters 


Thomas  Hsieh,  the  first 
Asian-American  to  sit  on  the  San 
Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors, 
will  come  to  Boston  this  Friday 
to  thank  supporters  who  helped 
his  campaign  for  the  board. 

Hsieh,  54,  came  to  Boston  last 
March  to  garner  support  for  his 
bid  for  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
San  Francisco’s  version  of  a  city 
council. 

But  just  before  election  time, 
Hsieh  was  appointed  to  the 
board  by  Mayor  Dianne  Fiens- 
tein  when  a  seat  was  opened  by 
the  death  of  a  supervisor. 

Hsieh  will  speak  during  a 
general  meeting  of  the  Organiza¬ 
tion  of  Chinese  Americans  at 
7:30  at  Clarke  Junior  High 
School  in  Lexington,  according 
to  Larry  Ho,  OCA  chair. 

“He’s  here  to  thank  all  the 


people  who  supported  him  finan¬ 
cially  and  spiritually,”  Ho  said. 
“I’m  sure  if  he  was  not  ap¬ 
pointed,  he  would  have  been  the 
biggest  vote-getter  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  on  November  4.” 

Although  Hsieh  is  very 
popular  among  Asian- 
Americans  in  California,  his 
campaign  for  the  board  was  not 
an  easy  bout. 

Grassroots  activists  in  the 
Asian  community  fielded  their 
own  candidate,  Julie  Tang, 
against  Hsieh,  who  they  believ¬ 
ed  spent  more  time  with 
Democratic  party  leaders  than 
Asian  community  organizers. 

Hsieh,  a  Peking-born  ar¬ 
chitect,  served  as  San 
Francisco’s  former  police  com¬ 
missioner.  He  will  be  up  for 
election  in  1988. 


the  student  population  at 
Clarence  Edwards  is  Chinese. 
The  Hispanic  student  popula¬ 
tion,  meanwhile,  is  served  by  a 
full-time  counselor,  but  it  con¬ 
stitutes  only  10  percent  of  the 
student  population,  she  said. 

The  teacher  believes  the  deci¬ 
sion  to  hire  a  new  full-time 
counselor  for  the  Chinese  speak¬ 
ing  students  is  probably  tied  up 
somewhere  within  the  School 
Department’s  administration. 

“The  number  of  students  is 
minimal,”  she  added,  “so  it’s 
probably  not  a  major  concern 
with  them.” 

According  to  Wendy  Lee  of 
the  Charlestown  High  School, 
counselor  Peter  Law  was  sent  to 
work  part-time  at  the  Edwards 
School  for  this  year  since  the 
guidance  position  was 
eliminated  there.  Law  served  at 
the  Charlestown  High  School 
three  days  a  weekly,  while 
working  the  other  two  days  in 
the  middle  school. 

But  splitting  up  his  tasks  pro¬ 
mpted  high  school  parents  to  in¬ 
sist  Law  be  returned  to  the  high 
school  full-time.  After  parents 
held  a  meeting  with  School 
Department  officials,  Law  was 
asked  by  the  middle  school  prin¬ 
cipal  discontinue  his  part-time 
work  in  the  middle  school,  said 
Lee. 

His  departure  left  a  gap  that 
was  filled  by  the  two  full-time 
instructors  who  became  angry 
about  the  heavy  workload  of 
teaching  and  providing  guidance 
—  a  matter  which  led  to  the 
union  grievance  of  last  month. 

The  Chinese  students  have 
many  exclusive  needs  which  re¬ 
quire  full-time  guidance,  said 
an  Edwards  School  teacher. 
Most  of  them  are  recent  im¬ 
migrants  from  China,  so  they 
speak  little  English,  she  said. 

The  youngsters  also  encounter 
complicated  social  problems  and 
face  difficulty  adjusting  to  a  big- 
city  school  system.  Additional¬ 
ly,  a  counselor  is  expected  to  act 
as  a  liaison  to  the  parents  of  im¬ 
migrant  Chinese  students,  who 
quite  often  cannot  speak  English 
themselves. 

Deputy  Superintendent  Krew 
could  not  be  reached  for  com¬ 
ment.

Cambodia 


Horrors  of  ‘Killing  Fields  ’ 
are  revealed  at  BC  by  exile

Cambodian  refugee  Dith 
Pran,  a  New  York  Times 
photographer  and  subject  of  the 
Academy  Award-winning  film 
“The  Killing  Fields,”  called  for 
an  agreement  ‘  ‘among  the  super¬ 
powers”  to  guarantee  peace  and 
freedom  in  Cambodia. 

Speaking  at  Boston  College  on 
November  5,  Pran  said  that  only 
an  agreement  between  the 
United  States,  China  and  the 
Soviet  Union  can  effectively  halt 
the  continued  fighting  in  Cam¬ 
bodia. 

Pran  implicated  the  super¬ 
powers  in  the  origins  of  Cambo¬ 
dian  unrest  by  blaming  the 
spillover  of  the  Vietnam  War  in 
1970.  He  also  said  the  civil  war 
in  Cambodian  from  1970-75,  the 


murderous  regime  of  the  com¬ 
munist  Khmer  Rouge  from 
1975-1979,  and  the  Vietnamese 
takeover  from  1979  to  the  pre¬ 
sent  contributed  to  the  bloodsh¬ 
ed. 

Pran  travels  around  the  United 
States,  speaking  out  on  the  situa¬ 
tion  in  Cambodian  where  Viet¬ 
nam  still  rules,  the  Khmer 
Rouge  still  fights,  and  thousands 
of  Cambodians  live  “in  limbo” 
in  refugee  camps  in  Thailand. 
“They  cannot  speak  for 
themselves,”  Pran  said,  “so 
that  is  why  I  speak  for  them.” 

He  said  that  when  United 
States  left  South  East  Asia, 
China  and  the  Soviet  Union  re¬ 
main.  China  supports  the  Khmer

Merchants  say  tickets  are  a  lot  of  rubbish 


In  the  past  few  weeks, 
shopowners  in  Chinatown  have 
received  a  sudden  increase  in 
citations  for  littering  and  im¬ 
proper  rubbish  disposal. 

Angry  about  the  surge  in  war¬ 
nings,  William  Mak  of  the 
Golden  Palace  Restaurant  on 
Tyler  Street  thinks  the  city 
should  put  off  writing  tickets  un¬ 
til  after  9  a.m.  —  the  time 
restaurant  workers  usually  go  to 
work. 

Most  tickets  are  written  early 
in  the  morning  before 


shopowners  arrive,  said  Mak, 
giving  them  no  opportunity  to 
clean  up  the  property  around 
their  stores. 

A  group  of  merchants  recently 
complained  about  the  warnings 
to  the  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association  which 
contracts  a  private  company 
from  Medford  to  pick  up  the 
commericial  refuse  in 
Chinatown. 

Merchants  said  they  are 
receiving  citations  because  of  lit¬ 
ter  left  behind  by  the  sanitation 


workers  when  they  make  their 
daily  pick-up  in  Chinatown 
around  2  a.m. 

Operations  Manager  Ed  Fit¬ 
zgerald  of  Vining  Disposal  said 
that  sometimes  his  workers  get 
confused  about  which  debris 
belongs  to  the  stores  since 
residential  and  commerical  gar¬ 
bage  is  often  place  side-by-side 
on  the  streets. 

“I  know  we  take  a  lot  more 
than  what  we’re  suppose  to,”  he

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Suspected  prostitutes  held 
after  raid  by  federal  agents 


Deportation  hearings  will  be 
held  for  five  women  taken  into 
custody  after  the  Immigration 
and  Naturalization  Service  raid¬ 
ed  a  suspected  brothel  near 
Chinatown  on  November  4. 

But  the  INS  has  not  scheduled 
the  hearing  dates  for  the  women 
who  have  been  released  after 
posting  bond.  They  were  ap¬ 
prehended  when  federal  officials 
aided  by  the  Boston  Police 
stormed  an  alleged  brothel  on  90 
Warrenton  Street  in  the  Theater 
District  during  an  early  morning 
raid. 

Among  those  seized  during 
the  raid  was  John  K.  Chan,  of 
257  N.  Avenue  in  Weston,  who 
is  suspected  of  being  connected 
to  organized  crime  in 
Chinatown. 

Chan’s  arrest  is  raising 
speculation  that  he  operated  the 
brothel  and  recruited  illegal 
aliens  as  prostitutes.  He  was  a 
defendant  in  a  Norfolk  County 
trial  last  month  which  involved  a 
scheme  to  kill  a  Braintree 
restaurateur. 

Federal  agents  took  into 
custody  10  men  and  nine 
women.  According  to  William 
Granger,  INS  assistant  district 
director  for  investigations,  the 
five  charged  as  illegal  aliens  are 
Hang  Sin  Chang,  63,  Hsiu-Chai 
Kao  Cheng,  36,  Hsiu-Chiang 
Huang,  31,  Liu  Show-Chin  Lee, 
33,  and  Suhua  Tu,  28. 

Chan  was  released  by  police 
the  same  day  he  was  abducted. 
The  Suffolk  County  district  at¬ 
torney’s  office  could  not  be 
reached  to  comment  if  it  intends 
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to  bring  charges  against  Chan 
and  the  alleged  prostitutes. 

The  raid  is  part  of  a  nation¬ 
wide  effort  to  crackdown  on  the 
use  of  illegal  aliens  in  prostitu¬ 
tion  houses. 

Chan  recent  run-in  with  the 
law  came  when  he  was  arrested 
and  charged  with  complicity  in  a 
plot  to  kill  Harry  Yee,  who  owns 
the  now-closed  Golden  Kai 
restaurant  in  Abington. 

During  testimony  in  a  Norfolk 
Superior  Court  trial  last  month, 
Yee  contended  that  Chan  hired 
two  men  to  break  into  Yee’s 
home  and  murder  him  after  two 
partners  in  the  restaurant  were 
squeezed  out  of  the  company. 

Chan  allegedly  drove  two  men 
to  Yee’s  house.  One  of  the 
codefendants  killed  himself  the 
first  day  of  the  trial.  The  other 
codefendant,  Sinh  Luc,  was 
found  guilty  by  the  court  for 
assault  and  intent  to  murder. 
Chan,  meanwhile,  was  acquitted 
by  Judge  Charles  Grabau  after  a 
hung  jury  reached  a  stalemate  on 
Chan’s  convictions. 

It  is  unclear  how  Chan  was 
related  to  the  Golden  Kai,  but 
Chan  is  accused  of  being  con¬ 
nected  to  organize  crime  in 
Chinatown  by  some.  Yee’s 
murder  attempt  came  shortly 
after  two  partners  in  the  Golden 
Kai  Restaurant,  Stanley  and 
Wayne  Kwong  of  15  Blakely 
Circle  in  Randolph,  were  forced 
out  of  the  company. 

Wayne  Kwong  has  been  the 
subject  of  complaints  by  Yee 
earlier  this  year  during  manage¬ 
ment  disputes  in  the  restaurant. 
Police  in  Abington  were  called 
during  several  altercations  at  the

Judges  must  tell  aliens  and  immigrants 
charges  may  affect  resident  status  inU.S.

The  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  is  one  of  five 
states  which  has  a  law  protecting 
aliens  or  immigrants  who  find 
themselves  pleading  guilty  or  no 
contest  to  criminal  charges. 

The  1978  law,  Chapter  278  of 
the  General  Laws  requires  a 
judge  before  accepting  a  plea  of 
guilty  or  no  contest  to  advise  the 
accused  the  following:  “If  you 
are  not  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  you  are  hereby  advised 
that  conviction  of  the  offense  for 
which  you  have  been  charged 
may  have  the  consequences  of 
deportation,  exclusion  from  ad¬ 
mission  to  the  United  States,  or 
denial  of  naturalization,  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  laws  of  the  United 
States.” 

If  the  court  fails  to  advise  the 
accused,  the  alien  or  immigrant 
can  later  have  that  plea  set  aside, 
if  he  or  she  can  show  that  the 
conviction  may  result  in  that 


person’s  deportation,  exclusion 
from  admission  to  the  United 
States,  or  denial  of  citizenship. 

The  procedural  device  to  be 
used  in  court  would  be  a  motion 
to  vacate  the  judgement  and  to 
withdraw  the  plea  of  guilty  or 
nolo  contendere. 

This  law  is  liberal.  If  there  is 
no  record  that  the  court  provided 
this  advisement,  it  is  presumed 
under  this  law  that  the  court  did 
not  tell  the  alien  or  immigrant  of 
the  consequences  of  the  guilty 
plea.  This  is  helpful  because 
after  many  years  the  court 
records  or  transcripts  may  be 
lost  or  misplaced.  An  alien  or 
immigrant  who  is  facing  any  of 
the  three  consequences  years 
down  the  road  can  easily  get  the 
pleas  set  aside  by  the  court. 

This  law  does  not  even  require 
the  accused  to  tell  the  judge  what 
legal  status  he  or  she  has  in  the 
United  States.  An  alien  who  is  in 
the  United  States  illegally  can 
have  the  full  benefit  of  this  law 


as  well  as  an  alien  with  status. 

There  were  many  reasons  for 
enactment  of  G.L.  c.  278  section 
29D.  The  state  wanted  in¬ 
dividuals  who  were  not  citizens 
to  know  that  a  plea  and  a  convic¬ 
tion  for  a  crime  are  grounds  for 
deportation,  exclusion  from  the 
United  States  or  denial  of 
citizenship.  Once  the  individual 
knows  about  these  conequences, 
he  can  also  request  as  part  of  his 
plea  bargain  the  state  court  to 
recommend  to  the  United  States 
government  that  he  not  be 
deported  as  a  result  of  the  con¬ 
viction. 

Thus,  when  an  alien  pleas 
guilty  or  no  contest  in  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
his  plea  will  not  ony  be  volun¬ 
tary  but  also  knowing  of  all  the 
consequences.

restaurant  between  the 
stockholders.

Assistant  District  Attorney 
Judith  Cowan  refused  to  com¬ 
ment  on  whether  the  Norfolk 
County  DA’s  office  intends  to 
press  charges  against  the 
Kwongs  in  connection  to  murder 
attempt  on  Yee. 

Chan  was  released  during  the 
Harry  Yee  case  when  his  father 
posted  a  $50,000  bail.  Chan’s 
father  reportedly  runs  several 
restaurants  in  western 
Massachusetts,  one  possibly  be¬ 
ing  the  Wind  Tiki  of  Worcester 
where  Chan  worked  as  a  waiter.

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China  ambassador  sizes  up  good  ties 
with  U.S .  and  poor  ones  with  Soviets 


Groundbreaking  proceeds  despite  opposition 


In  a  speech  about  foreign 
policy,  Chinese  Ambassador 
Han  Xu  said  at  the  Harvard  Club 
on  November  6  that  China  is  in¬ 
terested  political  solutions  for 
world  problems,  reiterating 
China’s  already  well-known 
positions  on  various  political 
issues. 

Among  them  Han  said  China 
hoped  for  improved  relations 
with  the  superpowers  which  are 
currently  troubled  by  strains. 
Han  praised  China’s  growing 
relations  with  the  U.S.,  but  said 
there  are  still  issues  of  diagree¬ 
ment,  citing  the  U.S.  stance 
toward  Taiwan  and  its  reluc¬ 
tance  to  sell  sophisticated 
technology. 

“How  can  you  ask  China  to 
agree  with  everything  of  U.S. 
policy,’’  Han  asked  the  audience 
during  questioning.  “It’s  a  nor¬ 
mal  phenonmenon.  .  .  .  We 
respect  other  countries’  foreign 
policies.” 

In  regard  to  the  Soviet  Union, 
Han  said  relations  are  far  from 
normalized.  While  China 
welcomes  conciliatory 
statements  from  Soviet  leader 
Mikhail  Gorbachev  in  his  recent 
Vladivostok  speech,  Han  said 
the  Soviets  must  reduce  its  troop 
concentration  in  Mongolia,  pull 
out  of  Afghanistan,  and  break  its 
support  of  Vietnamese  aggres¬ 
sion  in  Cambodia  before  rela¬ 
tions  can  be  improved. 

Among  China’s  biggest  wor¬ 
ries  is  the  nuclear  build-up  in  the 
U.S.  and  U.S.S.R.  “We  hope 


the  superpowers  show  sincerity 
in  disarmament,”  he  said. 
Asia's  security  is  most  threaten¬ 
ed  by  Vietnam,  Han  continued. 
China  hopes  for  a  Vietnamese 
pull-out  of  Cambodia,  he  said. 
“We  want  Kampuchea  (Cam¬ 
bodia,  as  referred  to  the  Khmer 
Rouge  and  the  Vietnam-backed 
regime  in  Phnom  Penh)  to  be  a 
peaceful,  neutral,  and  a  non- 
aligned  country.” 

According  to  Herbert  Vetter, 


Ambassador  Han  Xu 


director  of  the  Cambridge 
Forum  which  sponsored  Han’s 
speech,  this  was  a  rare  occasion 
for  guests  to  openly  question 
Han  on  issues  since  most  queries 
directed  to  the  ambassador  must 
pass  through  clearance  at  the 
Chinese  Embassy  in 
Washington. 

A  ledger  of  Han’s  background 
shows  an  consistent  involvement 
in  foreign  affairs.  He  has  work¬ 
ed  for  the  Foreign  Ministry’s 
Protocal  Department  since 
1959.  He  served  as  a  counselor 


The  efforts  of  the  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent 
Association  to  build  a  hous¬ 
ing  complex  on  the  South 
Cove  Gardens  continues  to 
meet  tough  resistance  from 
Bay  Village  activists, 
forecasting  a  drawn  out  battle 
between  the  two  sides. 

As  construction  workers 
began  to  enter  the  Gardens 
site  early  this  month,  tensions 
between  the  CCBA  and  its 
supporters  and  those  of  Bay 
Village  residents  and 
gardeners  have  intensified. 

The  most  recent  concern  of 
Bay  Villagers  stems  from 


to  the  Chinese  Embassy  in 
Moscow  during  the  1960s,  and 
participated  in  delegations  to 
North  Korea  in  1970  and  the 
Vietnam  Conference  in  Paris  in 
1973. 

In  response  to  questions  about 
China’s  increasing  role  as  a 
principal  player  in  world  events, 
Han  insisted  that  China  is  not  in¬ 
terested  in  being  a  global  leader. 
“We  want  to  do  things  with 
equal-footing,”  he  said.  “It’s 
not  necessary  to  be  a  world 
leader,”  stressing  that  China 
wants  no  part  of  joining  an 
alliance. 

“We  are  still  very  backward. 
We  need  another  50  years  before 
we  can  play  an  important  role,” 
he  replied  after  the  audience 
continued  to  broach  him  on  the 
subject  of  world  leadership.

battles,  it  will  become  too 
costly  for  them  to  manage  it. 

The  South  Cove  Communi¬ 
ty  Gardens  has  been  a 
popular  site  for  growing 
vegetables  and  flowers  for 
years  among  residents  of  Bay 
Village  and  Chinatown.  The 
site  of  the  gardens  was  sold 
by  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  to  the  CCBA 
earlier  this  year  for  the 
building  of  the  apartment 
complex. 

The  CCBA  and  govern¬ 
ment  agencies  that  have 
helped  finance  the  project  can 
anticipate  more  court  ap¬ 
pearances  in  the  future.  The 
Bay  Village  District  Commis¬ 
sion  in  a  separate  lawsuit  has 
filed  complaints  against 
them,  contending  that  the 
housing  complex  is  illegal 
because  of  its  architectural 
design  and  proximity  to  other 
low-income  units.

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Bracing  oneself  for  winter 


Where  to  find  heat  assistance 


Many  Bostonians  are  turning 
their  attention  more  toward 
heating  their  homes  and  apart¬ 
ments  as  the  first  day  of  winter 
gets  closer  and  closer. 

But  simple  comfort  this  winter 
can  be  a  financial  burden  for 
families  who  have  trouble  pay¬ 
ing  the  heating  bills.  Many  relief 
programs,  however,  are 
available  for  economically  pin¬ 
ched  residents. 

Tenants  should  also  be  aware 
that  state  regulations  require 
apartments  to  remain  at  68 
degrees  or  above  from  7  a.m. 
and  1 1  p.m.  and  64  degrees  or 
more  between  11  p.m.  and  7 
a.m.  between  September  15  and 
June  15. 

If  you  feel  that  your  apartment 
is  inadequately  heated,  call  the 
Department  of  Inspectional  Ser¬ 
vices  during  business  hours  at 
442-2367.  During  late  hours, 
weekends,  and  holidays,  call 
725-4000. 

The  Action  for  Boston  Com¬ 
munity  Development,  an  anti¬ 
poverty  organization,  will  help 
subsidize  heating  bills  up  to 
$750  a  year  for  low-income 
families. 

To  qualify  for  the  ABCD  Fuel 
Assistance  Program,  applicants 
must  show  proof  of  household 
income  and  social  security 
number,  rent  receipts,  mortgage 
statements,  and  heating  bills.  In 
Boston  call  357-6012. 

The  state  offers  two  other 
winter  energy  conservation  pro¬ 


grams  called  the  Weatherization 
Assistance  Program  and  the 
Heating  Energy  Assistance 
Retrofit  Task  Weatherization 
Assistance  Program.  Both  are 
available  through  ABCD  for 
Boston  residents  of  certain  in¬ 
come  levels. 

WAP  aids  tenants  and 
homeowners  with  subsidies  to 
help  pay  for  weatherstripping, 
insulation,  and  heating  system 
services.  HEART  WAP  will 
provide  aid  to  repair  and  tune-up 
heating  systems  and  energy 
equipment.  Outside  of  Boston 
call  1-800-632-8175. 

Other  fuel  assistance  pro¬ 
grams  are  available.  The  Salva¬ 
tion  Army  runs  the  Good 
Neighbor  Energy  Fund,  a  pro¬ 
gram  to  help  households  that 
cannot  pay  their  winter  energy 
bills  and  whose  incomes  exceed 
eligibility  levels  for  fuel  pro¬ 
grams.  Call  542-5420  for 
details. 

The  Massachusetts  Fair  Share 
Development  Corporation  runs  a 
fuel  co-op  which  offers  heating 
oil  to  members  ($15  per  year)  at 
discounted  prices.  The  energy 
conservation  group  also  runs  a 
Heat  Program,  which  subsidizes 
interest  on  loans  for  conserva¬ 
tion  work.  The  subsidies  are 
available  for  middle-income 
homeowners.  Call  654-9018. 

ACORN,  a  social  service 
group,  also  provides  cheap  oil 
rates  for  people  interested  in 
participating  in  a  fuel  oil  co-op.

Rouge  and  the  Soviet  Union  sup¬ 
ports  the  Vietnamese.  “I  believe 
the  United  States  can  talk  to 
China  and  the  Soviet  Union.  On¬ 
ly  the  superpowers  can 
guarantee  peace  in  South  East 
Asia.  I  want  America  to  be  a 
peacemaker  in  the  Region.” 

Speaking  of  the  popular  film 
“The  Killing  Field,”  Pran  said, 
“I  apologize  for  this  sad  story. 
But  I  believe  it  must  be  told  to 
the  outside  world.  I  would  feel 
guilty  if  I  didn’t  tell  this  story 
because  of  the  people  who  died 
and  the  people  who  still  suffer.” 

“The  Killing  Fields”  was  bas¬ 
ed  on  Pran’s  ex¬ 
periences  under 
the  Khmer 
Rouge.  He  en¬ 
dured  four  years 
of  forced  labor, 
torture,  and 
starvation , 
finally  escaping 
after  Viet¬ 
namese  soldiers 
invaded  Cam¬ 
bodia  and 

ousted  the 

Khmer  Rouge. 

Comparing  the 
Cambodian 
communist 
regime  to  the 
Turkish 
massacre  of 
Americans  dur¬ 
ing  World  War 
I  and  the  Nazi 
slaughter  of 
Jews  during 
World  War  H, 

Pran  called  the 
deaths  of  2  to  3 


million  people  out  of  a  total 
population  of  7  million  a 
“holocaust.” 

Pran  graphically  described  his 
ordeal  under  the  Khmer  Rouge. 
He  pretended  to  be  illiterate  and 
uneducated  because  the  “Khmer 
Rouge  killed  everyone  with  an 
education.”  He  said  he  survived 
for  four  years  “by  not  talking.” 
Whenever  he  felt  driven  to 
speak,  he  carefully  prepared  in¬ 
nocuous  remarks  on  the 
weather. 

Forced  to  work  14  to  18  hours 
a  day  digging  irrigation  canals, 
he  was  only  given  watery  rice 
soup  for  food.  He  subsisted  by 
catching  and  eating  rats,  mud 
crabs,  lizards,  snakes,  and  scor¬ 
pions.  He  slept  on  the  bare 


ground,  wore  filthy  black 
garments,  and  walked  barefoot 
for  the  whole  period.  He 
witnessed  numerous  lethal 
beatings  and  was  himself  severe¬ 
ly  beaten  for  stealing  a  small 
amount  of  rice. 

He  said  “The  Killing  Fields” 
accurately  portrayed  his  par¬ 
ticular  experience,  but  insisted 
that  it  conveyed  “a  universal 
message.”  And  he  said,  “the 
killing  fields  still  continue 
around  the  world  in  such  places 
as  Afghanistan,  El  Salvador, 
Nicaragua  and  Africa.”  But  the 
ultimate  message  of  the  film  and 
of  Dith  Pran’s  life  is  one  of  hope 
for  a  world  of  peace  and 
freedom.

Newsbriefs 

Study  reveals  Asians 
seek  higher  degrees 

A  recent  study  found  that  Asian- 
Americans  are  more  likely  to  continue 
their  education  compared  to  other 
minorities  on  the  graduate  and 
postgraduate  level. 

Other  minorities,  meanwhile,  are 
“severely  underrepresented  in  U.S. 
M.B.A.  programs”  says  a  report  by 
the  Graduate  Management  Admission 
Council  of  Los  Angeles,  a  nonprofit 
organization  which  administers  the 
Graduate  Management  Admission  Test 
(GMAT). 

The  study  written  by  a  Columbia 
University  professor  says  that  Asians  are 
more  likely  than  other  minorities  to 
enroll  in  business  graduate  programs  and 
doctoral  programs.  The  trend  will  result 
in  a  higher  ratio  of  Asian  business  pro¬ 
fessors,  the  report  says. 

Although  Asians  are  increasing  in  the 
ranks  of  upper  management  positions, 
the  climb  is  considered  too  slow  by  some 
critics.  According  to  the  federal  Equal 
Employment  Opportunity  Commission, 
Asians  comprise  8  percent  of  all  profes¬ 
sionals  and  technicians  in  the  private  sec¬ 
tor,  but  only  1.3  percent  of  managers. 

The  GMAC  report  is  titled 
“Representation  of  Minorities  in 
Graduate  Management  Training  and 
Management  Careers:  Status,  Change 
and  Causes.” 


Asian  leaders  studied 

A  University  of  Colorado  instructor 
will  be  using  Boston  as  his  testing 
ground  to  study  the  impact  of  leaders  on 
Asian-American  groups. 

Fred  Dow,  who  is  the  director  of  the 
Asian-American  Education  Program  at 
the  University  of  Colorado,  has  taken  a 
leave  of  absence  to  conduct  research  in 
Boston  on  leadership  quality  and  its  in¬ 
fluence  in  the  Asian-American  com¬ 
munity. 

Dow  is  studying  in  the  Community 
Fellows  Program  at  MIT.  The  program, 
which  falls  under  the  Department  of  Ur¬ 
ban  Studies  and  Planning,  is  a  personal 
development  program  for  people  in¬ 
terested  in  learning  about  minorities  and 
minority  communities  in  the  U.S. 

Dow,  who  started  his  study  in  the 
Community  Fellows  Program  in 
September,  has  decided  to  concentrate 
during  the  one-year  program  on 
research.  He  said  he  will  be  examining 
the  roles  of  leaders  in  the  Asian- 
American  community  and  compare  them 
to  similar  figureheads  in  other  minority 
groups. 

Dow  also  plans  to  explore  different 
issues  among  Asian-American  in 
separate  areas  of  the  country.  Dow  is 
considering  comparing  Boston’s  Asian 
community  to  that  of  Seattle.
